2, The ſecond is, That thou ad- 
mire the ſplendor of Truth, which 15 
ſuch, and ſo refulgent, that notwith- 
ſtanding our Adverſaries main and 
ſericns endeavours to obſcure the 
(ame, by ſo many varieties of Tran- 


flations, and by ſuch a number of gr«ſs 


corruptions and falſifications ; yet their 


condemnation 1s ſo expreſly Jet down 
in this their own Bible, and i ſo olear 


to all the world, that nothing elſe is 


accdfull hereto, but that thou know to 
reed, and have thine eyes to beheld the 
3s - lame 
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' ſame, at the opening of this their Book, 


This cannor chuſe but be an exceedin? 
comfort to Catholitks, concernins the 
uprightneſs of their cauſe, to offer 
th:mſelves tobe tryed, and to confound 
their adverſ..ries by their own Bible : 
the tranſlation whereof narwuhſtand- 
ins, dith in « number of places, and 
particularly in many cf thoſe that «re 
tn queſtion, ſwerve and differ nots- 
riouſly from the authentical Latin, 
and to the incredible 'diſparagement, 
and obſcuring of the Cathalick, cauſe. 
Never did yet ( nor I preſume dare ) our 
eAdverſaries offer to grue the like ad: 
vantage unto is, as to ſtand to be tried 
by our Tranſlati:ns, and that in above 
fifty Heads, and Punts of Dettrine, 
that are this day in controverſy be- 
tween 5. 

3. The third is, That when then 
fhelr urge, or alledge any paſſage, in 
fav ur of thine own faith and dettrine ;, 
if any one return their charge, be. is ©i- 
ther by way of r(crimin..tron & blant- 
ing of the Roman Church, or by al-

when we ſet before their eyes theſe few 
words ( as clear as the Sun at noone day ) 
Take, eat, this is my body, this is my 
bloud which ſhall be ſhed for you,Gc. 
( Mark 14.25.) they will ſtraight ſup- 
poſe to have found another important 
place, yea, and to have given ws the 
overtbrow, if they preſently reply, that 
our Saviour ſaith in $, Fohn 6. 6:. 
The fleſh profiteth nothing, the words 
that I ſpeak unto you, they are ſpirit, 


and they are life ; 4 paſſage fr more | 


obſcure than that which us in queſtion, 
and which affirmes nothing lejs, than 
that which they pretend to prove there- 
by. For how abſur'd were it to ſay, that 
the fleſh of Chriſt projſueth nuthing ? 
eAndif ( as they then ſelves ſy ) we 
muſt interpret one paſſage by ano her, 
then deubtleſſe it 25 better to explicate 

an 
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an obſcure ene, by one that is clear, than 
one that ts clear, by a paſſage obſcure ; 
and that one Text give place to man), 
rather than many to one. 

4. The fourthis, That if they ſhall 
rejefF any of the paſſages which th: u 
produceſt, pretending the ſame to te 
Apocrypha! ; know, that to prevent this 
objeffion, no ſuch Scriptures, as they 
call Apocryphal are here produced a- 
lone, but that alwayes there go accom- 
panied with them, others that are Ca- 
nonical, even by thezr own confeſſion : 
Hind ſo far as Apocryphal Scriptures 
ſhall, and do agree with Canonical, 
they themſelves by their own Rule, are 
bound to recerve them, Which will al- 
ſo ſtop their mouth in their common 
pretence of Conference of places ; for 
rarely haſt thou hcye leſs then three, or 
four ſeveral paſſages cuted at large ( be- - 
ſides references ) for the proef of every 
ſeveral Point : eAll our eAdverſaries 
put together, being never able in their 
defence to do the likg ; that us, to pro- 
duce ſo many in number, ſo expreſſe 
and Clear, and for ſo great. a numbe 
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&f Controverſies, as are here diſputed | 


and couched in ſo little a Treatiſe. 

5. The fifth is, that if they ſhall

fore Tertullian, or of any Noveliſt 
what ſocver, before the judgement. of te 
the Church, and the whole ftream of the 
Holy Fathers. 

This point therefore beins ſo #m- 
portant, ſhall be the firſt, which I w:1! 
fortifie, and prove-by the word of God 
in this preſent Treatiſe, 1- mean tn's 
Rule ; and therefore in no wiſe forget, 
alwayes to involve thine Adverjary 
within this Rule, as often as he jlait 
prove ſo unruly, an4 thox [halt be jure to 
get the vittory.
